Newsboys, those fine little creatures of 
the streets and alleys, who are popularly 
supposed never to have any fun and to be 
in a chronic state of hunger, broke a rec- 
ord Monday. 

Two thousand little fellows who sell the 
Post-Dispatch paraded the streets behind 
three bands of music, and in the evening 
they will not only be “blown off” to a hot 
luncheon, but will be the Poet-Dispatch’s 
guests at Havlin’s Theater. 

The procession formed at the Coliseum at 
noon. W. E. Austin, superintendent of the 
Post-Dispatch force of carriers, was the 
grand marshal, and thé troubles he had 
getting his charges in line make the duties 
of commander-in-chief of the American 
army seem like child’s play. For an hour 
before the parade started the boys whooped 
up things in the neighborhood of Thir- 
teenth and St. Charles streets, and made 
it plain to everybody for blocks around 
that— 

“Ki! Vil! Kit!! ' 
Hear our cry! 

There is no match 

For the Post-Dispatch.” 

The 2,000 lads, each wearing a blue and 
red sweater with the words ‘“Post- 
Dispatch” in large letters across the chest, 
formed in bunches of 200 boys each and set 
out down Olive etreet. The band headed the 
procession and sandwiched between each 
equad of boys was one of the handsome 
white enameled covered delivery wagons 
of the Post-Dispatch. About the center of 
the procession came another band, and 
bringing up the rear was still a third band, 
playing lively marches to keep the noisy 
little fellows in step. 

At Broadway the parade moved north to 
Franklin avenue turning east to Fourth 
street, south to Walnut, west to Sixth, north 
on Sixth to the Post-Dispatch alley, where 
ranks were broken and the marchers fell to 
work receiving their stock of papers for the 
afternoon's business. 

It was the happiest, noisiest, free-and- 
easiest crowd of boys ever seen anywhere, 
From the rendezvous to the point of desti- 
Nation there wasn’t a minute when one of 
the ten squads wasn't splitting the air with 
their warcry. Those who grew tired of 
shouting the “Ki-yi-ki"” yell, emitted whoops 
of their own individual brand, and at varioug 
points on the line of march the astonished 
citizens who lined the sidewalks answered 
with hearty cheers.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 27.—A telephone 
message from Glendora, M's6., says Joe 
Hopkins, murderer of two men, was cap-

all night and ran him down this morning. 
He was taken to the scene of his crime 
and put to death in a horrible manner. He 
pleaded for mercy, but his captors did not 
heed his prayers. Dry wood was piled about 
the murderer, who was tied to a tree, head 
downward, and after the faggots were satu- 
rated with oll they were set on fire. 
Hopkins’ victims were John W. Luckie 
and Sam Eskridge, two plantation man- 
agers, and the object was robbery.

He knocked him on the head with a shotgun 
and dashed his brains out. Then he entered

Subscribers to the Belle Telephone sys- 
tem in St. Louls who have used the service 
so long they remember the numbers of 
dozens of ’phones and can rush to the in- 
strument and call up Jones or Brown or 
Smith without having to refer to the di- 
rectory, will have a lot of new numbers to 
learn before long. 

Of course it is something of a nuisance, 
but it won’t last long—no longer than it 
will take to remember to date letters 1898 
and not 1897—and after one has trained one’s 
brains to the new order of things the mat- 
ter of calling e? a friend or business ac- 
quaintance will be simplified greatly. 

The Bell company is putting in new ap- 
paratus with the completion of its under- 
ground plant and the city will be divided 
into districts, just as New_York, Chicago 
and Philadelphia are divided. St. Louis 
will have four districts; to be known as 
‘‘Main,”’ “Tyler,” ‘Lindell’ and ‘Caronde- 
let.”’ 

As the names suggest the telephones of 
the down-town subscribers in and around 
the business district, will be on the ‘“‘Main’’ 
circuit. The subscribers in North St. Louls 
will be in the ‘“Tyler’’ circuit, and the 
‘phones in the West End will be “Lindell.” 

The new ‘’phones will do away with the 
present method of calling ‘4085-1181"" when 
a subscriber wishes to call up another. 
All that is necessary in the new machine 
will be to lift the receiver-and ask for the 
number wanted, for instance ‘4085 Main,” 
or “1181 Lindell,” or ‘1276 Tyler.” 

With a new arrangement of the switch- 
board there will be no “ringing off,” and 
the consequent annoyances suffered under 
the old system in failing to disconnect or 
having another subscriber “break in.” 

After the ’phone has been used, merelf 
to hang it back on the hook will be te 
signal for disconnection, as a tiny red 
lamp will flash before the operator at the 
switchboard giving notice that the sub- 
striber has finished. 

The new station numbers will appear in 
the next issue of the telephone directory, 
which will be delivered before the date 
fixed for the change of system. This date 
will be announced within the next ten days.

No Reason Why It Should 
Excite the Spaniards. 


RELATES TO FILIBUSTERING. 


EMBODIES IDEAS PUT FORTH IN 
THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 
ON THIS SUBJECT. 


EXPLAINS THE DIFFICULTIES. 


Shows at Length What Has Been Done 
by the United States and How Lit- 


tle Spain Has Accomplished 
on Cuba’s Coast, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The officials 
here are somewhat surprised at the ex- 
hibition of feeling at Madrid over the latest 
note of Minister Woodford, delivered to the 
Spanish Foreign Office the day before 
Christmas. While the note itself will not 
be made public at present, it is said that 
there is no reason whatever why it should 
be witnheld, save the fact that the preced- 
ing steps in the negotiations have not yet 
seen the light in the ne rs, and it is 
desirable when a publicati is made to 
preserve the complete chain of events in 
natural order. Possibly the correspondence 
willbe shortly called for by Congre in 
which case it ig not likely to be withheld 
On grounds of public b 

The last note presen by Minister 
Woodford was in answer to the Spanish 
note called forth by Mr. Woodford’s very 
first note after his arrival] at Madrid. In 
the initial note the United States Minister 
pointed out the interest of his country in 
an early termination of the present strug- 
gle in Cuba and asked when such @ con- 


clusion could be expec 

The re Government in its reply ac- 
knowle our interest in the matter, but 
Suggested, after stating what it intended to 
do to ameliorate condit.ons in Cuba, that 
the United States could best exerc its 


good offices by stopping filibustering. To 
this Mr. Woodford responded with his note 
of last week. It is said to a purely ar- 
gumentative statement of the position 
taken by the United States and the facts 
set out are substantially those so strongly 
drawn in the President's message to Con- 
gress, of which it was wn ne the Spanish 
public had been fully advised through the 
newspapers. 

The most forcible statement in the note 
is based upon the facts collected and pub- 
lished recently by the United States Treas- 
ury Department exhibiting the great ex- 
pense to which the United States had been 
put by reason of its efforts to trol an 
enormous coast line in the pursuit of a few 
filibusters, and the remarkable success 
of the Government officials in stopping these 
expeditions, as contrasted with the le 
efforts of the Spanish authorities to main- 
tain a patrol around the Island of Cuba, 
All of these facts were included in Mr. 
Woodford’s note, and while he put them in 
his own language in presenting them to 
the Spanish Foreign Office, it is said that 
the statements concern only events that 
have already been touched upon,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The new Cuban 
cabinet, which with the Captain-General of 
Cuba will form the executive organization 
under the new autonomous regime, will be 
announced during the present week, acco 
ing to the expectation of Spanish officials 
here.

MISSOURI'S DEBT SHRINKS. 


Within Five Years Every Dollar Will 
Have Been Paid. 


“Within five years,” said State Treasurer

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Four judges of the Circuit Court after 
having two days rest and indulging in the 


pleasures and relaxations of Christmas and 


Christmas time, figuratively took off their 
coats Monday morning and _ tackled the 
troubles of people who were unhappily mar- 
ried and wanted to get divorces. 

As is usual the proportion of women was 
far greater than that of the men. The wo- 
men did not look particularly unhappy 
either as most of them had dressed up for 
the occasion in their Christmas finery and 
every woman plaintiff was invariably ac- 
companied by her ‘“‘lady friend,’’ who acted 
as her guide, philosopher and adviser, 
cheering her up before the crucial test came 


and being the first to congratulate her with 
a sisterly kiss when the judge gave this all 
important order, “You may take a decree 
as asked.’”’ 

The “lady friend’’ in every case was a 
witness for the plaintiff. She did not feel 
the same hesitancy as did the plaintiff in 
telling all that she knew of the poor de- 
fendant, who was not at hand to take his 
own part. She usually worked off all her 
bottled up indignation and resentment and 
succeeded in her long cherished object of 
telling all she knew about him. 

Judges Klein, Withrow, & isher and 
Wood did nothjng else all Monday but 
listen to the oémplaints of the unhappy 
people who came before them with their 
tales of woe. The main offense on the part 
of the men was drunkenness and abuse 
and the main offense on the part of the 
women was desertion. 

Next to drunkenness came general per- 
sonal abuse and violence, Some women 
said they had to put up with it for periods 
as long as twenty years, while others only 
stood it for a month or a week and then 
ded home or away from the man who so 
maltreated them.

APPLICANTS FOR DIVORCES IN JUDGE WITHROW’S COURT. 


Meck at Owensboro, Ky., Jan. 12, 1882, wants 
a divorce and a restoration of her maiden 


name, Mary Rose. She says Meek de- 
serted her on Oct, 13, 1891. The case was 
continued because the plaintiff was ill and 
unable to appear. 

Florence E. Lemcke wants a divorée from 
Nat C, Lemcke. They were married in 
1889, She charges that her husband de- 
serted her June 8, 1895. She went to Chicago 
to secure employment Aug. 5, 1895. and has 
been working there since, but in her peti- 
tion she claims St. Louis as her home, on 
the ground that she left all her furniture 
and property here, and d'd not go to Chi- 
cago with the intention of making that a 
permanent res:ding place. 

G. H. Williams wants to be freed from 
his wife, L. P. Williams. They were mar- 
ried in Tennessee in October. 1887. She left 
him in July, 1895. taking with her their 7- 
year-old child.

This rule extends to the police, 
and all statements coming from him as to 
the character of his assailants are delivered 
by members of the family.

The police caught him running from 
the neighborhood, and as his explanation 
dfi not justify his rapid movements, he 
was taken in custody. 

Stein failed to recognize him as one of 
his assailants, although he said his voice 
was the same. Simpkins later established 
his innocence and was released. 

Sunday night Frank, alias “Scully” 
Ahring, was caught in the police drag-net 
and placed in the Fifth District holdever. 
The detectives give him a long record 
as a sneak thief and say he was mixed up 
in some big jobs in the North End during 
the summer, but has always escaped with 
a Work-house sentence. 

If no identification is made in the Stein 
affair, he will be prosecuted for attempt at 
robbery and assault to kill on Patrolman 
Garvey some months ago. He fired on the 
policeman when an arrest was attempted. 

A clew that Capt. Phillips has put his de- 
tectives out on has been furnished by Owen 
pe conductor of Grand Avenue car 
avO, . 

He states that two men boarded his car 
at Emily street and Grand avenue soon 
after the robbery occurred. Their shoes 
were covered with mud and they seemed out 
of breath. The two got on a front seat and 
conversed in low tones. One was about 25 
years old and slim built; the other about 
19 years old and weighed probably 140 
pounds, Owen says they al'ghted from the 
car at Sixth and Pine streets and walked 
rapidly south. He stated that he was at- 
tracted to the men’s peculiar conduct and 
is positive he can identify them if ar- 
rested. 

Owing to the meager description Stein is 
able to give of the men and his admission 
that positive identification will be impos- 
sible, the work of the police is difficult, 

The relatives of the boy deny that he 
had any enemies and say the theory that 
the shooting was prompted by malice is 
unfounded.

Annual Round.

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 27.—A remark- 
able letter has reached John A. Dana here. 
It is not the first time Mr. Dana has re- 
ceived this letter. Once a year for fifty- 


three years it has come to him. 

Tais letter the Postmasier calls ‘the Fly- 
ing Dutehman of the Mails; it knows no 
rest; it is always on its ‘rounds. For fifty- 
three years it has traveled and has never 
been lost, although in those fifty odd years 
.t has traveled fully half a million miles. 

This le:ter has crossed the continent 150. 
times. It is estimated that $1,500 in. postage 
has been paid on this missive, and if the 
cos: of stationery on which it has been writ- 
ten added fully 32,000 has been expended on 


it. 

This letter, like the Flying Dutchman, 
never grows old.

Case of W. M. Butler Will Be Thor- 
oughly Investigated by the Court. 


William Mills Butler, alias William M.

Butler is an enigma. He is 2 years old, 
tall, slender, with a rather intellectua: 
face. His home was originally in Indiana, 
but he came early in life to Missouri, 
where he followed agricultural pursuits 
until he became entangled in the meshes 
of the law. He thirsted after knowledge 
and read all the books he could get. In 
1892 he was first arrested. His plan was 
ingenious. He had stationery printed which | 
proclaimed him as secretary of an or- 
phans’ home at Roundont, N. Y. Ex-Post- 
master General Bissell was represented to 
be president of the home. Butler wrote 
orders for books on this stationery. The 
orders were filled and no payment was ever 
made. -He bought only the best books. 
Judge Phillips sentenced him to two 
months in jail. 

In 1894 he Was again arrested on the 
same charge. Judge Phillips gave him 
nine months that time. 

In 1896 he was arrested at Bonne Terre, | 
Mo., un the same charge. He pleaded guiity » 
again and Judge Adams sentenced him to. 
one year in the Iron cuvunty jail. 

While he was serving his sentence the de- 
sire for new books overcame him and as 
soon as he was out he repeated his offense. 
He was rearrested and was taken before,

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NUFER AKAKES FROM A CHRIST- 
MAS DEBAUCH TO FIND HE 
Is A MURDERER. 


HE SHOT JOSEPH ENZLER. 


Flourished a Knife, Then a Revolver, 
and His Companion Tried to 
Disarm Him. 


John Nufer, in the holdover at the Four 
Courts, is just beginning to realize that 
he shot and killed his best friend. His 
Christmas debauch culminated in murder 
Sunday afternoon. 

The killing occurred in a tenement yard 
at Second and Gratiot streets. 

Nufer’s home is at 85 South Second street. 
Joseph Enzler lived with his wife and three 
children on the second floor of 803, next door 
to Nufer. 

Nufer had been drinking heavily since 
Christmas eve. Sunday morning he went to 
Enzler’s house. The men pledged their 
friendship in several pitchers of beer. Nufer 
grew quarrelsome. He drew a long-bladed 
knife and flourished it in the face of his 
friend, 

Enzler tried to quiet him and bought more 
beer to induce him to put away his knife. 

Nufer went home to dinner. He left his 
knife there and replaced it with a revolver. 

He passed the afternoon at Enzler’s house, 

He flourished his revolver several times 
and it requ'red the combined efforts of 
Enzler and his stepson, Martin Heimser, to 
prevent him from shooting. 

Mrs. Enzler and her 13-year-old daughter 
fled in alarm to the front room and re- 
mained imprisoned there all afternoon. 

When Nufer started home at 5 o’clock he 
had his revolver in his hand Enzler 
walked to the door with him and asked 
him to put up the weapon. For answer 
Nufer shot in the air. 

Enzler assisted his drink-crazed friend 
down stairs and tried to take his gun from 
him. When they reached the yard Nufer 
pulled his arm from Enzler’s grasp and 
sald: 

“Are you looking for trouble?’ 

“Well, you wouldn’t shoot me?” 
Enzler. 

Nufer steadied himself against a post, 
leveled his revolver and pulled the trigger. 
The weapon missed fire. Nufer pulled the 
trigger a second and third time. A bullet 
grazed Enzler’s cheek. Another buried 
itself in his brain above the right eye. 
Enzler fell dead. 

Nufer staggered to his home and locked 
himself in.
